A CITY OF SILENCE. 


Conditions T hat Make Santa Cruz do la 
Sierra Noiseless. 
Amid gusts of Scotch mist and under 
heavy skies we drifted inertly into a 
sand paved, silent, tropical city street, 
past rows of languid stares, and on the 
last afternoon of the year, with Co- 
ebnbamba (a town in the center of Bo- 
lh ia) 335 miles behind us, we sat 
down dripping and sunburned in the 
central plaza of Santa Cruz de la 
Sierra. 
The capital of all the vast tropical 
department of eastern Bolivia owes its 
fame largely to its isolation. Far 
away one hears much of it; once there, 
he finds little. Like the eminent men 
of many secluded corners of South 
America, it is important only through 
the exceeding unimportance of its 
neighbors. 
It is a city of silence. Not only its 
bare feet, but its primitive ox carts 
make not a sound in the sand streets. 
Tliere is no industry to add its strident 
voice, and every street fades away at 
each end into the trackless, whisper­ 
ing, jungled montana. 
In this rainy season, which begins in 
earnest with the new year and lasts 
through April, it had many muddy 
pools and ponds, along the edges of 
some of which the streets crawled bv 


on long heaps of the skulls of cattle, 
bleached snow white by the sun. 
The larger ponds were almost lakes 
and carried the mind back to Kandy, 
Ceylon. Frequently the streets were 
flooded deep for an hour or more until 
the thirsty sand had drunk up tlie trop­ 
ical deluge. For these eventualities the 
town has a system of its own. At ev­ 
ery street corner four rows of weather 
blackened piles protrude a foot or more 
above the sand, and along these step­ 
ping stones the shod minority passes 
from one roofed sidewalk to another. 
The houses invariably consist of a 
large room, by day opening directly on 
the porch sidewalk, though the best of 
them are rather bare in appearance, 
despite a small forest of frail cane 
chairs, black In color, as the best pro­ 
vided Cruceno family is not rich by 
our standards.—Henry A. Franck, in 
Century Magazine.

ed poultrymen realize this fact. The 


iv erage farm er, howev er, does 
not 
mak e an effort to hatch early so that 


the chick s will hav e the adv antage 
of a longer and 
more 
fav orable 
growing season. 
Early hatching not 
nly insures more rapid gains in the 
growth of chick s but has a fav or- 
ble influence on the size of the in- 
iv iduals of the flock . 
Late hatched 
chick s rarely, if ev er attain the size 
f 
those 
hatched 
early. 
Early 
latching lik ewise 
influences 
early 
Maturity and 
consequently 
early 
gg production. 


Giv en the same food, care and a t­ 
tention, chick s hatched the first of 
March will weigh more when 
they 
re four 
months old than 
those 
latched a month later, 
say 
the 
poultry specialists of the U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. This lik e­ 
wise holds true with chick s hatched 
the fiist of April as compared with 
those hatched May first. This is due 
to the fact that the rate of growth 
of a chick is greater during the first 
four week s of its life than 
at 
any 
other time. 
Consequently, the early 
latched chick , hav ing the adv antage 
of a more fav orable growing season, 
mak es greater gains during the first 
four wedk s of its life than the late 
hatched chick . 
During 
the 
early 
spring months when the tem perature 
is not so v aried the growth of chick s 
is more uniform and constant than it 
is during the summer. 


Millions of chick s die ev ery year 
as a result of being infested with 
lice which, under av erage farm con­ 
ditions. are ofttimes difficult to con­ 
trol. 
H en-hatched chick s are not as 
subject to lice in the early spring as 
they are during the warm er m onths; 
when lice are more prev alent. 
If for 
no other reason chick s 
should 
be 
hatched early so their 
growth 
will 
lot be interrupted by the presence of 
lice. 


Many farm ers realize considerable 
money each spring from the sale of 
broilers, the price of which is usu­ 
ally gov erned by their size when sold 
md the time mark eted. 
Thus 
it 
would seem that in order to increase 
the amount of money from the sale 
>1 broilers and frv ers early hatching 
v ould be employed so as to hav e a 
mark etable-sized fowl early in 
the] 
spring when prices are highest.

A CITY OF SILENCE. 


Conditions That Make Santa Cruz da la 


. Sierra Noiseless. 


Amid gusts of Scotch, mist and under 


heavy skies we drifted inertly into ii 
sand paved, silent, tropical city Street, 
past rows of languid stares, and oil the 
last aJternbbb of the Tear, Tvith Co- 
cnabamba (a town in the center of Bo- 
livia) 835 miles behind us, we sat 
down dripping and sunburned in the 
central plaza of Santa Cruz de la 
Blerra. ' 


The capital of all the vast tropical 


department of eastern Bolivia owes its 
fame largely to its Isolation. Far 
away one hears much of It; once there, 
he lands little. Like ttie eminent men 
of many secluded corners of South 
America, it is important only through 
the exceeding unimportance of Its 
neighbors. 


It is a city of silence. Xot only its 


bare feet, but its primitive ox carts 
make not a sound in. the. sand streets. 
There is no industry to add Its strident 
voice, and every street fades away at 
each end into the trackless, whisper- 
ing, juncled inontana. . 


In this rainy season, which begins in 


earnest with the new. year and lasts 
through April, it hnd mnny muddy 
pools and ponds, along the edges of 
some of which the streets crawled by 


"on long helps of the skuiis of cattle, 
bleached snow •white by the sun. 


The -larger ponds were almost lakes 


and carried the mind back to Kandy, 
Ceylon. Frequently the streets were 
flooded deep for an hour or more until 
the thirsty sand had drunk up the trop- 
ical deluge. For these eventualities the 
town has, a systejn of its own. At ev- 
ery street corner four rows .of weather 
blackened piles protrude a foot or more 
above the said, and along these step- 
ping stones the shod minority passes 
from one roofed sidewalk to another. 


The houses invariably consist of. a 


large room, by- day opening directly on 
the porch sidewalk, though the best of 
them are rather bare in appearance, 
despite a .small, forest of, .frail, cane 
chairs, biack\ in .coi'or; as the, bcsit pro- 
vided Cruceho femlly is hot rich by 
our standards.—Henry A. Franck. m 
Century Magazine.

DEARLY HATCHING FOR SIZE.; 


Contrary to general belief and 


practice, chicks do not 
grow 
or 


thrive as well during 
the warm 


months or hot sumer days as 
they 


do earlier in the spring. . Experienc- 
ed poultrymen realize this fact. The 
average farmer, however, does 
not 


make an effort to hatch early so that 
the chicks will have the advantage 
of a longer and 
more 
favorable 


growing season. Early hatching not 
:mly insures more rapid gains in the 
growth of chicles but has a favor- 
ible influence on the size of the in- 
dividuals of the flock. Late hatched 
chicks rarely, if ever attain the size 
of those hatched 
early.

Statement Urges Parents, to Take 


Care to Keep Children From 


Getting Diseases 


( By United Preti.) 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 
10.— 


Although "measles parties" are con- 
sidered a-thing of the past 
"this 


relic of barbaric 
belief still per- 


sists and is one of the most serious 
and vital obstacles 
in the way of 


health officials when they attempt to 
li-eak up an epidemic of measles 
whooping cough or chicken; pox,' 
according to a statement issued by 
the state board of health today. 


The statement 
urges parents to 


take every care to keep their chil 
dren from getting "children's" dis 
«ases, declaring that they are no 
more necessary to 4he growth of a 
child than a snake bite. 


'The usual idea, of measles is it is 


a harmless 
affliction 
which -every 


child must have," says the state- 
ment. "These 'little' diseases are 
capable 
of 
inflicting 
serious and 


permanent damage upon the great 
vital organs, such 
as the heart 


lungs, kidneys and brain. About 
260 /children die each year in Ind 
iana from measles alone. We 'must 
realize that measles is preventable, 
that'it is-not harmless and that it is 
more dangerous 
to children 'than 


grown-ups." 


More than 5,000 cases of meas- 


les were reported in Indiana during 
February, 
no.t• including jten.-coun- 


ties-where no reports are yet avail- 
able. There were thirty-two deaths 
from the disease in January.
